New Traffic Regulations 
Adopted By City Heads 


Commissioners Agree to Harland’s 


Plans to Clarify 


Present Rules—Change of Address Notifications 
Ordered—New Boulevards Created.

land’s proposeu revision of the traffic 
code was adopted yesterday by the Dis- 
trict Commissioners. It has been pend- 
ing since last June. Changes in ‘the 
meaning of rules are not many in the 
revised code. But a large percentage 
of the rules are changed as to phrase- 
ology, chiefly for greater clarity. The 
length of the code of 34 printed pages 
is not materially altered. 

Among the principal changes were 
the following: 

Motorists changing their addresses 
must so notify the director of traffic 
and the superintendent of licenses 
within 48 hours. 

Vehicles may not be parked within 
25 feet of any “stop” sign. They may 
not be parked anywhere for the pur- 
pose of making any but minor repairs, 
and then only in emergency. Cars may 
not park at bus stops. 

Each car in a funeral procession must 
operate with headlights illuminated 
whether the day be dull or bright. 

Pedestrian control is tightened by a 
new rule, the wording of which makes 
it unlawful for cats or dogs, or cr 


if afoot, to disobey traffic 
lights. The rule says: 

“On all public highways where traf- 
fic is controlled by any device ail traf- 
fic shall obey the signals.” 

In another section “traffic” is defined 
as “deemed to include not only motor 
vehicles but also a’ vehicles, pedes- 
trians and animals of every descrip- 
tion.” 

The old rule made it unlawful for a 
pedestrian to cross a stream of traffic 
on streets where there were traffic 
lights. If no cars were near he could 
cross against the lights. Now he may 
not.

at Salvage Operations, 
Tells of Air Tests. 


SAYS RESCUERS DID’ALL 
WITHIN HUMAN POWER 


Took Minute to Reverse Paul- 
ding’s Engines, Declares 
.' Machinist’s Mate. 


Boston, Jan. 10 (A.P.) —A deadly per- 
centage of carbon dioxide had poisoned 
the air in the torpedo room of the S-4 
before rescuers could convey a sUpply 
of oxygen to six men imprisoned in 
the sunken submarine, the naval court 
of inquiry investigating the S-4 disas- 
ter was informed today. 

Lieut. C. J. Flotte, who acted as med- 
ical officer in the salvage operations, 
made public today the result «f tests 
of air returmed from the torpedo room 
after air lines had been attached to the 
lightening tube on the night of De- 
cember 21. The tests, made at the 
Boston Navy Yard, revealed 7 per cent 
of carbon dioxide. 

“Life could not have existed when 
the carbon dioxide reached this per- 
centage,” Dr. Flotte said. “Three per 
cent of this gas is considered highly 
dangerous. 

“There was not only the question of 
the high percentage of carbon dioxide 
to be considered, but the low tempera- 
ture of the water, which was 34 de- 
grees. The six men had existed 172 
hours in this low temperature with 18 
inches of water on the floor, no food, 
no water, without proper clothing. All 
of these things contributed to hasten 
the end.” 

“Do you think that by blowing air 
into the room at that time there was 
a chance of reviving any of the person- 
nel?” asked Commander Leslie E. Brat- 
ton, Judge advocate. 

“I doubt it very much,” the witness 
said. “It was done Wednesday night 
but they knew there was no chance to 
save the men inside.” 

.““Would you say from a medical stand- 
point that from the time the test show- 
ed 7 per cent of carbon dioxide there 
was no life in the compartment?” 

“I would say they were all dead with- 
out question.” 

Lieut. Flotte also had charge of all 
divers during the S-51 salvage opera- 
tions off Block Island in 1925 and 1926. 

He said that when he reached Prov- 
incetown On Mecember 19, weather con- 
ditions were very bad, with low temper- 
ature, and rough sea. 

“From my experience in the S-51 
work,” he said, “I considered diving 
operations impossible. It was practical- 
ly swicidal to send divers down under 
the conditions prevailing when I re- 
ported to the Falcon. On Tuesday, the 
Ywext day, diving conditions were about 
the same. The first day in which div- 
ing operations were possible was Wed- 
nesday, when an air connection was 
made to the torpedo room.” 


Everything Possible Done. 


Lieut. Flotte estimated free air in 
the torpedo room of the 8-4, together 
with the oxygen bottle, might have 
maintained life for from 72 to 80 
hours, this depending on the activity 
of the men, the amount of food and 
other factors. - After that period, he 
said, there would be present in the air 
a lethal proportion of carbon dioxide. 

To Rear Admiral Julian L. Latimer, 
a member of the court, the witness 
said oxygen in the torpedo room 
might have lasted three or four days 
had there been an unlimited supply 
of soda lime present. 

“While I was at Provincetown, every- 
thing humanly possible was done,” 
Lieut, Flotte said in conclusion. “I 
do not believe anybody could have 
done better.”

FAVORS U,§, OIL FIRMS 


Concerns Granted Injunction’ 


Against Application on Them 
of Petroleum Articles. 


4 COMPANIES INVOLVED 


Mexico City, Jan. 10 (A.P.).—Another 
court decision, construed in well-in- 
formed circles as further evidence that 
the Mexican government does not in- 
tend to apply the oil laws retroactively, 
concerning the property rights of for- 
elgn oll companies existing before the 
constitution of 1917, was rendered to- 


It consisted of the granting of an in- 
junction by the Third District Court 
to four oil companies against the ap- 
plication upon them of four articles of 
the petroleum law considered retroac- 
tive, confiscatory and unconstitutional 
by the foreign oil companies, 

The companies concerned are the 
Huasteca Petroleum Co., the Mexican 
Petroleum Co., the Tuxpam Petroleum 
Co. and the Tamiahua Petroleum Co. 

The district court’s decision granted 
the Huasteca and the three other com- 
panies, companions in the injunction 
application and all members of the 
Pan-American Transport, or former Do- 
heny, group, an injunction against ar- 
ticles 2, 4, 14 and 15 of the petroleum 
law. 

Article 2, the eoil companies’ petition 
interprets, requires the oil companies to 
secure government permits to engage 
in any kind of petroleum work. 

Article 2, the oil companies’ petition 
interprets, prohibits the foreign oil 
companies from acquiring a concession, 
a condition which the petition alleges 
is inconsistent, since other sections of 
the oil law contemplated the issuance 
of concessions. Articles 14 and 15 were 
held by the companies in effect to sub- 
stitute a 50-year confirmatory conces- 
sion in place of the oil-land rights ac- 
quired before 1917 and required the 
companies to apply for such conces- 
Sions within a year of the effectiveness 
of the law or to forfeit those rights.

a few points, “fundamental” accord- 
ing them, the Pope declares that that 
would be leading truth into error and 
into bareainings and human transac- 
ions, which would be treacherous, and 
against which the Catholic Ch-rch has 
always resisted, and continues to resist. 
The encyclical is interpreted in Rome 
as removing all hope for the resump- 
tion of the memorarle “Malines con- 
versations,” looking tc a reunion ce’ the 
Anglicans with Rome, in which the late 
Cardinal Mercier, Lord Halifax and 
other noted men took part. 

The Catholic Church, the encyclical 
continues, proposes one clear, ~ntire, 
evangelical doctrine for all, “has not 
spoken for a few but for every one. Cer- 
tainly it 1s a good thing to cultivate 
charity betweer Christians, the ency- 
clical says, but not to the detriment 
of the faith’ upon which that very 
charity was founded.” 

“It is impossible for Christ's disciples 
to differ among themselves on the verity 
of their faith. It is impossible to con- 
ceive of a Christian society of faithful 
who are free to follow each one his 
own way of thinking of faith.” 


Root of Indifference. 


From such dissensions, the encyclical 

says, “is born indifference which 1s 
listlessness of religion and also modern- 
ism which considers dogmatic proof not 
as absolute verity, but relative and 
therefore changeable according to the 
various conditions of the times and the 
different dispositions of men. 
“Nor can one distinguish between 
dogmas as though some were imposed 
and others left to the free acceptance 
oi the faithful, because all are to be 
believed for the same motive, that 1s, 
by the authority of a revealing God; 
therefore, certainty of faith can not be 
less in one than in another of revealed 
dogmas, even if One dogma was ex- 
plicitly made clear and solemnly de- 
fined in modern times as happened con- 
cerning the question of primacy and 
the infallible authority of the Roman 
pontiff.” : 

The document concludes with a ref- 
utation of various non-Catholic ar- 
guments in favor of the unionist thesis 
and says that unity can not be achieved 
except by a return of non-Catholics to 
the church of Rome. 

It concludes with an appeal to the 
“separated sons” and with the wish that 
the day may come soon in which “all 
the erring will finally return to the pa- 
ternal embrace of the successor of St.

to protect them in their other crimes 
as well,”

general lawlessness with killings, rob- 
beries and the rest, and with few ar- 
rests, few, convictions and a rising dis- 
trust of the courts and officials gen- 
erally among the people.” 

The committee on international law

CARBON MONOXIDE—HOW MUCH 
iS SAFE? 


&e HE garage man who really wants 
to know and who is honest 
with himself can tell pretty 


well with his eyes and nose whether 
there ts a harmful amount of unburned 
gasoline and carbon monoxide in his 
garage or r@épair shop.” This is the 
opinion of Dr. C. M. Salls, who made 
careful chemical examination ot 
air in a large number of garages and 
repair shops. In his study he was try- 
ing to find just how much gas in the 
air @ man can stand for different 
lengths of time. 

It is the belief now that a man can 
work in a garage or repair shop all day 
without getting a headache or suffer- 
ing from other symptoms of gas poison- 
ing, provided the air contains less than 
one part per 10,000 of carbon monox- 
ide. A few workers.can not stand more 
than one part per 20,000 for a day. It 
a Man remains in a garage or work- 
shop for one hour or less, he can stand 
as much as four parts per 10,000. These 
figures refer to the strengths of gas in 
air which cause headaches, anemia and 
other minor ills. They do not have 
reference to such major symptoms xs 
unconsciousness nor to fatal dosages. 


In an examination of automobile re- 
pair shops the average proportion of 
carbon monoxide was 1.1. In those ga- 
rages where nothing but incidental re- 
pairing was done the proportion was 
0.6. 
or more cars the proportion was 9. In 
other words, garages and repair shops 
are just about on the border line of 
living conditions compatible with mod- 
crate health. 


The man who works in a repair shop, 
on the average, is poisoned beyond the 
limit. One who works in a garage 
where there 1s very little repairing is 
well Below that limit: he who works 
sm @ commercial garage is a shade on 
the safe side. These are averages. 

A considerable proportion of the 
establishments were working their men 
under conditions that made for chronic, 
mild tl health. In two repair shops 
the gas was strong enough to knock 
out the employes in about a two-hour 
exposure. Eleven repair shops, two 
combined garages, and small repair 
shops, and seventeen commercial ga- 
rages were on or above the level where 
conditions are regarded as unwhole- 
some. 

Dr. Salls did not study the relation- 
ship between carbon monoxide, pneu- 
monia, and colds. 

One of his conclusions is: The

Senator Says Governor Has 
Helped Take New York “Out 
of Union” on Liquor. 


MRS. CLEM SHAVER 
URGES DRY PLATFORM 


Democratic Women’s League 
Told Wet Planks Will Bring 
Party Defeat. 


Described as an enemy of law en- 
forcement, Gov. Alfred E. Smith, of 
New York, was verbally scourged in an 
address last night by Senator Thomas 
J. Heflin, of Alabama, at the closing 
session of the National Woman’s Demo- 
cratic Law Enforcement League in the 
Mayflower Hotel, 

The enemies of law enforcement, 
Senator Heflin declared, have organized 
themselves into “bands of marauding 
Outlaws, who defy the statutes, de- 
nounce the courts and seek to nullify 
the Constitution of the United States. 
They have been aided and encouraged 
by some men, who hold high offices to 
carry on the liquor traffic in spite of 
the statute law and constitutional pro- 
vision. 

“One of the high State officials 1 
have in mind is Gov. Smith, of New 
York,” the senator continued. “As 
governor of that great Commonwealth, 
he approved the State statute, which 
virtually withdrew the State of New 
York from the United States as far as 
the eighteenth amendment is concern- 
ed. That official act said, In effect, 
that he had no _ respect for 
eighteenth amendment and would not 
permit its enforcement in the State of 
New York.” 

Senator Heflin added that it was ap- 
parent that the Catholic Church was 
anxious to assist and cooperate with 
Gov. Smith in an effort to rid the

At the conclusion, Col. Patrick H. Cal- 
lahan, of Louisville, Ky., a Catholic and 
avowed opponent of Gov. Smith, arose 
to defend his faith. 

Col. Callahan agreed with Mr. Heflin 
that there were numerous “wet” Cath- 
Olics supporting Gov. Smith, but con- 
tended that the issue was a “liquor 
controversy and not a religious one.” 
Callahan declared he firmly be- 


ident and every Catholic in the Nation 
voted for him, he could not be elected 
if he did not have the support of thou- 
sands of Protestants. 

While Col. Callahan was speaking, an 
unidentified woman in the audience 
was ejected from the room for loud 
Despite the diplomatic treat- 
by s@veral men and women at- 
tendants at the doorway, she could not 
be stilled and threatened, momentarily, 
She was 
still debating with the attendants when 
the meeting was adjourned.

The con- 
test, recently coyducted by the Woman 
Voter magazine, official organ of the 
Woman's League, gained considerable 
publicity when the Postoffice Depart- 
ment threatened to bar it from the 
mails as a lottery. 

“Let the People Rule,” was Miss Pum- 
phrey’s slogan, which won $50. Mrs. 
E. T. Pattangall, of Augusta, Me., was 
awarded $30 for the second prize slogan, 
“Put Force in Enforcement.” The 
third prize of $20 went to Mrs. Amy 
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B. Gardner, of Seattle, Wash., whose 
slogan was “Onward All Ye Voters, 
Raise the Standard Hjgh, Guard the 
Constitution, Keep Your Powder Dry.” 

Earlier in the day, Mrs. Clem Shaver. 
of Fairmont, W. Va., wife of the chair- 
man of the Democratic national com- 
mittee, and herself leader of the Demo- 
cratic Law Enforcement League Clubs. 
of West Virginia, opened the attack. 

Shaver charged that the de- 
feats of the Democratic party in the 
last two presidential elections were 
caused by “wet” platforms and that 
the coming election would see a repeti- 
tion of the last two, unless drastic 
changes in the tickets were made.

Charles EK. Mitchell, president of the National 
City Bank of New York, is optimistic over the 
business outlook.

The absence of a demand 
for capital tor productive purposes has per- 
mitted the rapidly growing supply of current 
and investment capital to flow into the security 
markets where it could be profitably employed, 
That it has so flowed is not to be deplored, for, 
had it not been so diverted, a dangerous in- 
flation in industry, prices and wages would 
have been the result.”’

Years 
of research and experiment are behind the de- 
velopment. Now it is perfected, and the af- 
filiation with the FBO corporation has been 
completed in order that an effective distribu- 
tive system can be made, 

One can not help wonder, however, if the 
Radio Corporation has not something even 
more startling up its sleeve. For some time 
the public has been promised moving pictures 
by radio. At the present time an independent 
broadcasting station in New Jersey is experi- 
menting with the broadcasting of still pic- 
tures. Is it not possible that the Radio Cor- 
poration has developed a device through which 
movies ean be received in the home? Is it 
not logical to suppose that this corporation 
would pioneer in this connection? 

In good time, of course, the whole story 
will be told. In the meantime the public 
will await with intérest the new talking pic- 
tures developed by the corporation and re- 
leased through FBO. 


HENRY FORD'S VOYAGE. 

Henry Ford has announced that some time 
during 1928 he will undertake an airplane 
tour of inspection of certain rubber lands 
which he is developing in Brazil. Until re- 
cently the Detroit motor magnate was ad- 
mittedly apprehensive of air travel. Although 
the Ford company for several years had been 
experimenting with airplanes, and had de- 
veloped a distinctive type of monoplane which 
bears its familiar name plate, Henry Ford him- 
self had never been up in the air. It was not 
until Col. Lindbergh paid Detroit a visit on 
his swing around the country that Mr. Ford 
was persuaded to fly. Apparently his conver- 
sion to the new mode of travel was complete. 

Nothing better could happen to aviation than 
for Henry Ford to utilize a plane for such an 
expedition. An air inspection of lands inacces- 
sible by ordinary methods of travel would call 
to public attention the plane put to an ordinary, 
prosaic everyday task. There would be noth- 
ing spectacular in such an undertaking. Fur- 
thermore, since Henry Ford would constitute 
one of the most valuable human cargoes ever 
carried by a plane on a business journey, the 
example he would set would have a most 
wholesome influence on others who are waver- 
ing on the edge of accepting the airplane in 
their daily lives. 


TRUTH ABOUT ALASKA, 


It is too much to hope that every member 
of the House and every senator will read the 
article on Alaska in the current number of the 
Atlantic Monthly contributed by Col. Wilds P. 
Richardson. Yet the perusal of that article 
and the careful digestion of the facts set forth 
would doubtless result in the avoidance of 
many errors in dealing from a legislative stand- 
point with the affairs of the Territory. 

Col. Richardson has no axes to grind. He 
is an Army officer who spent many years in 
Alaska in the interest of the Territory and its 
people, and not in the interest of any corpora- 
tion. He built the roads and trails that make 
transportation possible, and his work was all 
done as an Army officer who knew what was‘ 
wanted. His knowledge is not academic or 
taken out of books. | 

It is the common belief that the price paid 
by the United States for Alaska, $7,200,000, 
represents the entire cost of the 686,000 


square miles of that great Territory. But Col. | 
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pended upward of $200,000,000 in Alaska, of 
which $70,000,000 is represented in a railroad 
of doubtful utility and high cost of mainte- 
nance.

It doer 
not pay, and can not pay until the population. 
which is today smaller than it was ten years 
ago, is materially increased; and that increase 
can come only as the result of an intelligent, 
well-considered policy. 

Mineral resources alone will not build up a 
State, as Col. Richardson points out. Exag- 
gerated statements as to Alaska’s wealth and 
opportunities have actually injured the Terri- 
tory, and he lays much of this to the activities 
of the business men of Seattle, who appear to 
be obsessed with the idea that it is their special 
mission in life to spread perfectly accurate in- 
formation and statistics concerning Alaska, 
the effect of which is to create the impression 
that fortunes are to be made within the region 
in spite of its lack of population. 

Col. Richardson suggests that possibly 
amendments to the immigration laws, with in- 
ducements calculated to bring in the hardy 
men of the Scandinavian countries, might have 
a beneficial effect. As to the future control 
of the affairs of the Territory, he leaves that 
to the delegate in Congress to say. But he 
suggests that the local legislature should be 
relieved “of vexatious and obstructive limita- 
tions and given a free hand in Alaskan affairs.” 


IMPROVED MARKETING. 


If the increase in facilities for the transpor- 
tation of fruits and vegetables to the markets 
has any effect upon retail prices, there ought 
to be a decided reduction in the cost of citrus 
fruits in the Eastern section of the country by 
the end of the year. 

Because of the development of the citrus 
fruit and winter vegetable industry in Texas 
the Pacific Fruit Express announces that it has 
found it necessary to place an order for 200 
additional refrigerator cars, which are due for 
delivery during the current year. This will 
make the total number of such cars employed 
by this one company 40,311, and upon the as- 
sumption that ten days are required for a car 
to make the round trip the additional 200 will 
make it possible to market 600 additional car- 
loads in the North and East each month, 

It is about 35 years since the idea of estab- 
lishing refrigerator lines for the transporta- 
tion of perishable farm products to the*markets 
was first developed. Then the cars were used 
almost wholly in the transport of early fruits 
and vegetables from Florida and California. 
The lines at the outset were largely privately 
owned, but in recent years the railroads them- 
selves have taken over many of the private 
lines, and today it is possible to obtain such 
service from any section of the country. Fresh 
fruits and early vegetables are as common in 
the markets of New York or Chicago in Febru- 
ary and March as they are in the States that 
produce them. 
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TRAFFIC COURTESY. 

New York's traffic cops are going to school. 
The rest of the country always has been in- 
clined to look upon the New York police force 
as the shining example of what a police force 
should be. Soldierly, -courteous, courageous 
and efficient, New York's finest has been the 
model upon which Keokuk and Squawk Center 
have builded their police departments. 
Police Commissioner Warren, however, is not 
satisfied with his traffic force. He 
noyed at the manner in which some of the 
officers give signals and with the attitude of 
others toward the pubic, particularly out-of- 
town visitors. Consequently he has issued an 
order that the entire traffic detail, 2,200 
Strong, be sent to school to study a curriculum 
composed of only two subjects—traffic han- 
dling and courtesy. 

If the City of New York feels called upon 
to send its traffic cops to school, what ought 
other communities do about it? Throughout 
the United States the lack of uniformity in 
traffic handling is an endless source of con- 
fusion. The fact that each city insists upon 
an individual system is bad enough in itself; 
the fact that each member of the same traffic 
department has his own pet method of signal- 
ing and handling traffic, is worse. Washing- 
ton is an example of lack of uniformity in 
traffic cop methods. The officer stationed at 
this corner waves his arms this way; the one 
stationed at the next corner waves them that 
way; both gestures are intended to convey the 
same meaning to the motorist, and the wonder 
of it is that traffic handles itself as expedi- 
tiously as it does. 

Courtesy, also, is an important attribute in 
the traffic officer. To the average citizen, the 
bluecoat who guards the intersection repre- 
sents the government. He is frequently the 
only, and always the most frequent point of 
contact with the municipality. Minor infrac- 
tions of rules should be corrected, of course, 
but they do not demand discourteous and incon- 
siderate handling. With visitors this situation 
is magnified. The city, to them, is only ag 
pleasant as the treatment they receive: from 
the police department. 

Other cities may well follow New York’s 
lead. Both in the handling of traffic and in 
courtesy there is ample room for improvement 
in the average police department, 
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AFTERMATH OF THE FLOOD, 


The receding waters in the Mississippi flood 
district have left a deposit which presents the 
gravest difficulties. A vast bed of absolutely 
inert sand now covers what originall 
exceedingly rich farm land. This sand is of 
such a nature that it is now estimated that 
it will require from eight to ten years to 
bring it to a point where it could support 
even grass. 

According to Government experts, such de- 
posits as this are likely to be made when the 
current of swiftly-moving. waters is slowed 
‘down. The sand itself, composed largely of 
quartz particles, is considerably heavier than 
the clay and silt from which it separates, sink- 
ing to the bottom of the water. Thus miles 
of fertile land in the flood district are now 
covered with a layer of quart” which itself is 
entirely sterile. The process of removing the 
layer would be too expensive, according to 
expert advice. There it must stay until, in 
the natural course of things, it is covered 
with a layer of earth. Then it will be able 
to support a light vegetation, such as grass

question of education, of getting the 
public not only in one ‘vountry or 
another but all over the world to 
understand that the appeal to force 
is barbarous, stupid, reactionz.ry, un- 
democratic and ruinous to the victor 
to the vanquished. 

“There is hope that when the utter 


‘folly of war as an instrument for the 


just and, above wll, economic settle- 


‘ment of disputes has been made clear 


to the world at large, new spirit wi!l 
spring up—it has indeed. already 
largely sprung up among three at least 
of the great peoples of Europe—Britain, 
France and Germany ‘This, supported 
ry the peace-loving British common- 
wealth of nations having its roots in 
all parts of the world, will, we may 
hope, bring about a new era in world 
politics.” 

The ambassador praised the work of 
the League of Nations and 
that in its eight years of existence it 
has to its credit more direct and posi- 
tive peacemaking work than any politi- 
cal association before could ever boast 
of.

House yesterday, that Government 
board of seven mem’ ers such 4s the 
present Shipping Board, will always 
find difficulties and loss in the attempt 
to operate shipping.

Mr. Wyman, the dealer, bid one 
Heart, a sound declaration based on 
his five-card Heart suit containing 
two quick tricks. Mr. Work passed. 

Mr. Denison also passed. Had he 
been the Dealer, or had Dealer and 
Second Hand passed, Mr. Denison would 
have bid. a Diamond. But the same 
Strength that would have permitted 
him to bid Diamonds would also sup- 
port his parther’s easier game-going 
bid of Hearts. Had he held but two 
small Hearts Mr, Denison would have 
denied normal support for Hearts by a 
bid of two Diamonds. 

Mr. Whitehead, of course, bid one 
Spade, as his hand was strong enough 
even for an initial Spade bid. 


Two Diamonds Proposed. 


Mr. Wyman passed, as he had already 
bid the full strength of his hand. Mr. 
Work passed. Mr. Denison bid two 
Diamonds. This bid, after his original 
pass of his partner’s Heart bid, told 
his partner three things: First, that he 
had exactly three Hearts; otherwise he 
would have denied normal support on 
the first round of bidding.

Pompano Delays Race Meet 
After Threat by Governor 


Saturday Opening Postponed Until January 
Owner Says Publicity Caused Turfmen 
to Withhold Shipments to Track.

Mine Fla., Jan. 10.—The open- 
ing of the proposed 43-day 
meeting of the Pompano Horse 
Club, which was scheduled for next 
Saturday, has been postponed until 
Thursday, January 26, it was officially 
announced here today. The postpone- 
ment was necessitated by unfavorable 
and unwarranted publicity, according 
to the statement issued by the Pom- 
pano Horse Club, It follows: 


“Paul M. Beacom, president of the 
Pompano Horse Club, announces that 
owing to a telegram sent Broward 
County officials by Gov. Martin hav- 
ing been published in_ newspapers 
throughout the country, horse owners 
at New Orleans and other points, after 
having had cars placed to load hun- 
dreds of horses for Pompano, turned 
their horses back to the stables. 

“Up to this time, Mr. Beacom had 
fully satisfied owners that there would 
be no violation of State laws, but after 
publication of this telegram, horse- 
men naturally believed there would be 


no racing, and it is therefore neces- 
sary to postpone the opening of the 
race meeting until Thursday, January 
26, in order to have sufficient time to 
get the necessary cars and transport 
horses and equipment to the track and 
to convince owners and the thousands 
of followers that horse racing and the 
giving of a purse are legal in Florida.” 

The telegram referred to was sent 
by Gov. John W. Martin last week to 
Paul Cc. Bryan, sheriff of Broward 
County, in which the Pompano track’ 
is located. Gov. Martin wired that he 
had been advised that an attempt 
would be made to violate the State 
gambling laws and-that if the sheriff 
was unable to cope with the situation 
he would send State troopers to en- 
force the laws. 

Sheriff Bryan replied that he was 
quite capable of handling the situa- 
tion and that he would see to it that 
the laws were not violated. The gov- 
ernor’s mesage was generally construed 
as a threat against the racing of horses 
at Pompano rather than against the 
betting on them.

By F. W. PATTERSON, 
Complete reports for 1927 show that 
$1,714,302 cars were loaded with reve- 
nue freight. This was a decrease of 
1,384,517 cars, or 2.6 per cent, com- 
pared with 1926, but an increase of 
490,150, or per cent, compared with 
yesterday bearing on the year just 
ended b’ the American 
Association. 


Despite the decrease under 1926 in. 
‘reached a total on December 31,

viously approached in the annals of 


the volume, the report points out that 
freight traffc in 1927 was handled by 
the railroads with greater expedition 
and by the use of fewer trains 
locomotives, in proportion to 
amount of traffic carried, than 
before.

b due to improvements in locomo- 
tives and an increase in the. capacity 
of freight cars, freight was transported 
with less delay and @ heavier load was 
carried per train. 

Loading of freight exceeded 1,000,000 
cars in 28 weeks in 1927, the greatest 
number of such wecks on record. In 
1926 there were 27 such weeks.

General Decline in Prices Is

A pound loaf of bread cost the Amer- 
ican family 8.55 cents over a three-year 
period recently studied by the Federal 
Trade Commission, with the farmer who 
raised the wheat receiving 1.15 cents 
and the baker 5.11 cents of the amount. 

With nearly half the bread now con- 


sumed in the United States produced by 
commercial bakeries, and with three 
companies controlling about 20 per cent 
of that output, the commission found 
cor  etition was keen, although price- 
cutting wars had resulted in price fix- 
ing agreements in some cities. 

The report of the commission, pre- 
pared for the Senate and made public 
today, said it had been observed that 
where restraining influences on compe- 
tition were found indications frequently 
pointed to activities of national, district 
or local associations or clubs of bakers 
or millers. These associations, it was 
added, are prominent in price-fixing ac- 
tivities. 

Wholesale Prices Lower. 


Wholesale bread prices have shown a 
pronounced decline from the high levels 
of 1920, with pricesin a general way fol- 
lowing the trend of flour prices during 
that period, the commission noted. 

It further observed “abundant poten- 
tial competition” in the flour milling 
industry, but there were frequent efforts 
to limit production among millers by 
agreements and understandings to sell 
at a profit,” as well as by exchange of 
information on selling prices and by 
other means.
